The one shown inside 
front cover is Wismer #121. Only specimen seen is unsigned and undated, probably a proof 
note,* 


$50.00 notes on N. H. state banks are also rare. The Pennichuck note from Nashua 
is the only specimen seen. It has a nice vignette of Andrew Jackson at lower right.

COLLECTION OF NOTES FROM CONCORD'S FIRST BANK COMES TO LIGHT IN ESTATE 

The estate of Shaefe Walker, descendent of Timothy Walker, President of 
Concord’s first bank, included a book in whifih one of the bank's first charter 
notes, and several second and third charter notes had been preserved. Robert 
Wester, Suncook, had the good fortune to acquire this collection which he did 
an outstanding job of displaying at bthe 1979 Tri-State Collectors' Exhibition. 

The exhibit w« the V. Bruce Davis Trophy as most outstanding exhibit by a member 
of N. H. Collector's Club. 

The first charter note preserved by the Walker family was a $5.00 Perkins ^ 

Patent Steel Plate mote with "NEW HAMPSHIRE" reading up at the left end. To the 
right of this is a vertical section with "D" in sort of a wreath in the center and 
a "5" above and below on a dark background with frame around. This section is 
duplicated at the right end of the bill. A scalloped border with bells in each 
notch is across the top, and same inverted at the bottom. Below the top border is 
"FIVE DOLLARS" in white letters on dark background. Below that is " The President, 
Directors, and Company of the/ CONCORD BANK promise to pay (blank)/ or bearer on 
demand FIVE DOLLARS/ CONCORD (blankO 18 / (blank) Cash. (blank) Pres.t 

There is also No. at the top, to right of FIVE DOLLARS. (This was apparently 

an unused remainder , not dated or signed. Sinoe $5 was a month's pay in those days 
a thrifty Wankee would not be likely to save a valid note. We have seen several 
signed $3 notes of this period and a few others but none of higher denomination. 


A note very similar to the above but with name changed to Merrimack County 
Bank was no doubt one of the first notes of the second charter period. This note 
had been cancelled by 3 diamond shaped holes cut through the signatures. Later 
in the seoond charter period a series of notes with attractive vignettes at each 
end and center of $1. $2, and $3 notes was used, with large denomination figured 
each side of center vignette, $5 and $10 notes had two vignetted in main part of note. 
Examples of these notes had been cancelled with holes through signatures. 


Notes described in Wismer, #45 through #50 are third charter notes. Unsigned, 
undated examples of these attractive notes were included in the collection, but a 
$2 note dated 1862 like Wisme r #46 but with red TWO overprint would indicate that 
some or all of the unsigned notes may be "#roof "notes . This note is uncancelled. v 


Loose in the book with this collection was a saarce Wismer #36 $5 note of the 

saw Concord with portrait of Franklin Pierce and Concord scene, possibly 

save d because bank building was shown in vignette.
